7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, Bokor et al. (U.S. 6,555,828) taken alone or in combination with any other references 
fails to teach a means for simultaneously imaging multiple points in an area of a mask blank 
using reflections of light from an EUV light source, wherein the EUV detector is selected from a 
group of detectors consisting a CCD camera array and a micro-channel plate detector and a 
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synchrotron. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention 
were not shown by the prior art of record.
